Tasty wishes for Today 


USE HOT BREAD 
FOR BREAKFAST 


By JUDITH WILSON 


O MATTER how customs may 

‘ change in the matter of 
serving food, hot breacts remain 
breakfast favorites in many 
American ‘homes. They will 
probably become more popular 
still, now that the electric toast- 
er, waffle iron and griddle iron 
has made their preparation so 
simple and easy. 

Saving Time 

You can sift and mix the dry 
ingredients in your hot bread 
recipe the night before to save 
time in the morning when all 
you have to do is to add the 
liquid and eggs or shortening. In 
Some cases the shortening may 
be blended into the dry: mixture 
at night. In muffin making re- 


member that if you stir the mix- . 


ture just enough to combine the 
ingredients you will get a lighter. 
more delicate cake. Waftle balter 
is beaten until smoo’h. then the 
beaten egg whites foldcd in and 
the melted shortening udded last. 
Griddlé cakes usuuiiy tcquire a 
lot of beating since very little 
other leavening agent is used. 

Gesides your tantalizing hot 
bieads there are other tricks to 
serving an attractive breakfast. 
Serve your fruit couise cold al- 
ways—excepting baked apples or 
pears which are delicious warm 
Have your bacon crispy and 
miaké it interesting some ot the 
time by rolling each slice around 
a fork when nearly done. Serve 
plenty of strong hot coffee and 
be sure that the excellence of 
the beverage is dctermined by 
the quality of the coffee. Vary 
your movning cup occasionally 
by making the coffee very strong 
and then serving it half-and- 
half with hot milk. This is a 
Continental trick that the mem- 
bers of your family will enjoy it 
you do not try it on them too 
often. 

And now the recipes — First 
the breads, and the entrees if we 
have time. 

Coffee Cake 

The coffee cake is best served 
warm, so mix the dry ingredients 
the night before. 
fourth cup butter with one cup 
sugar then beat two eggs until 
light and add ‘to the creamed 
mixture. Add one cup flour sifted 
with one teaspoon baking powder 
end one-fourth teaspoon salt 
alternately with one-half cup 
warm milk. Beat well. Grease a 
baking pan and pour in the mix- 
ture. Cut cold butter into tin 
bits and roll in a mixture of 
cinnamon, sugar and flour and 
cover the top of the cake with 
these then sprinkle with an addi- 
tional two tablespoons of mixed 
Sugar and cinnamon. Bake in a 
moderate oven for fifteen or 
twenty minutes and serve hot

ner put the giblets aside for a 
delicious. breakfast main dish.

VERYONE likes a happy end- 
ing to a sad story. So, a 
great deal of interest has been 
aroused by the recent marriage 
of President Ignace Moscicki ot 
Poland and the beautiful Mme 
Mary Dobrzanka, who served as 
aide to the late Mrs. Moscicki. 
The marriage, performed in 
the private chapel of the Presi- 


dential Palace, required a special . 


dispensation from the Catholic 
Church and was a very simple 
affair, attended only by the most 
intimate friends of the 65-year- 
old chief executive and the 30- 
year-old social secretary. 

President Moscicki had aged 
considerably in late years be- 
cause of the triple tragedy in his 
life. In rapid succession he lost. 
through death, his wife, son and 
son-in-law. As a result of his 
sorrow, he seemed determined to 
resign from public life and de- 
vote his time to scientific re- 
search, /) 

But this was not to be, for 
Mme. Dobrzanzka, who had 
sérved his wife before her death. 
strove so diligently to make the 
President Nappy, that the at- 
tachment soon ripened into love, 
and finally marriage. She is just 
as charming as she is beautiful. 
And she, too, had her share of 
unhappiness. 

AS a young girl, she became 
infatuated with a dashing sol- 
dier, Captain Tadeusz Nagorny. 
and against the advice of her 
parents, she refused to give him 
up. and eloped with him The 
marriage resulted in numerous 
misunderstandings and ended 
when the Captain, then attached 
to the President’s staff, became 
livolved in a public scandal. He 
Was exiléd to a frontier regimen: 
and his wife divorced him. 

The young woman's parents 
then seemed inclined to forgive 
their daughter, but before a re- 
couciliation could be accom- 
plished, the aged couple com- 
mitted suicide.

fygoscick1 is the son of Faus- 

tyn Moscicki, an insurrec- 
ticnist of 1863 and a leader of 
this party in Poland, who con- 
ducted his activities under the 
name of Markiewicz. It was nat- 
ural, therefore, that young 


Moscicki, as a student, should 
have been active inh various 
movements for independence 


and liberty. In 1892, when he 
was twenty-five and fresh from 
the Polytechnique Institute of 
Rydze. Moscicki was’ forced to 
leave Poland. 

He went to London and 
worked there for a livelihood un- 
til 1897, when he went to Switz- 
erlahd to become an assistant in 
the Physics Department of the 
University of Fryburg. While 
thus engaged, Moscicki com- 
pleted his studies in physics, spe- 
cializing in the fleld of electro- 
technics and devoting consider- 
able time to experimentation. 

In 1901, he resigned his post 
of assistant to direct the Depart- 
ment of Inventions. spectatly 
conducted in the laboratorieg of 
the University of Pryburg. “An 
outstanding result of his etforts 
was the construction of ¢. large 
factory manufacturing concen- 
trated synthetic nitric acid, the 
first plant of its king in the 
world to manufacture this acid 
synthetically. The factory was 
especially significant to Switzer- 
land during the World War, for 
it completely covered the nitro- 
gen requirements of the Swiss 
army. 

Among his other accomplish- 
ments at the Frybutg labora- 
tories was a factory for the pro- 
duction of high tension electric 
condensers and other electrical 
methods. By this time Moscicki's 
name and fame had spread, and 
in 1913, Poland called him to a 
professorship in the only exist- 
ing technical college in the 
country.” He accepted this Post 
at @ considerable financial loss. 
but brought with him his Fry- 
Durg laboratory. 

On June 1, 1926, Ignace, 
Moscicki was elected President 
of the Republic of Poland, and 
in May of this year hew as elect- 
ed to serve his second term of 
office for seven years
